of miles from their original location, One of 
these institutions is the University of Nanking 
which has done such excellent service in agri- 
cultural research through its Department of 
‘Agricultural Economics undér the guidance of 
Dr. J. Lossing Buck. Probably no college in 
China has contributed so much to the knowledge 
of agriculture as the University of Nanking and 
fis ‘bulletins, published regularly in the days 
prior to hostilities, not only analyzed and ex- 
pounded China's problems to the benefit of the 
Eountry but acquired international recognition 03 
fouree’ books emanating from a trusted authority. 
It is pleasing to know that although this Depart-

ment of the. University i now temporarily 
Toeated in Chengtu, the valuable publication 
“Beonomle Facts” is still being issued in 


mimeographed form and is performing the same 
service as before. ‘The latest issues deals with 
the seasonal variation of prices for farm products 
and the profitability of storage—a problem of 
reat Importance to the Chinese farmer. It 
points out that prices paid to farmers are often 
Yower at harvest time than later. At harvest, 
pressing debts have to be repaid and produce is 
forced on the market in order to obtain the 
necessary cash. Also, to store produce and sell 
Tater involves ‘the Wkelihood of deterioration, 
risks of fire and flood and the use of capital, 
‘tnd therefore the costs of storage must be 
met by a corresponding increase in prices from 
fone harvest to another. The purpose of the 
Study in the latest issue is to measure the 
Seasonal. variation of prices so that the 
profitability of storage and the losses incurred 
By having to sell at harvest time ean be deter- 
mined.

The Boat Race 


‘The information reaching Shanghai about the 
respective merits of the Oxford and Cambridge 
crews, who are due to race on Saturday next, 
hasbeen unusually skimpy this year, and it 
ig therefore dificult at this distance to make 
comparisons of value. At the beginning of the 
training season, however, it was understood 
that Oxford possessed, if anything, too great a 
wealth of talent, while Cambridge had not 
‘appeared to have got over the decline which 
‘begun last year. This year Cambridge 
adopted the Oxford practice ‘of keeping two 

‘in training up to the time of the race— 
the universty crew and the Goldie crew. ‘This 
practice had long been advocated at Cambridge, 
where many a likely youngster, not strom 
‘enough for inelusion in the "varsity boat during 
hig first year, used to lose his form and pick 
up habits which could only with dimiculty be 
eradicated, through rowing’ in his eollege boat 
during his first year. Tt was believed that such 
youngster, given good company in his first 
year, would develop into a first class oar in 
his second, and this belief seems to have been 
borne out 'in the experience of Oxford. From 
the descriptions appearing in newspapers from 
Home, Cambridge have a fast erew and their 
boat moves well between strokes, Unfortunately 
there is little to bo learnt from’ comparing the

Sent into exile following his abor- 
tive Fevolt in the summer of 1936, 
Gen, Chen Chi-tang regained favour 
by contributing $7,000,000 to the Na- 
tlonalist Government's war chest, the 
“Mainichi” said. 

Gen. Chen Yi received his educa- 
tion at the Military Cadets School, 
Artillery School, and the Military 
‘Academy in Tokyo and is married 
to a Japanese woman, whose arrest 
was repotted recently. 

‘On Gen. Chen Chi-tang’s flight 
from Canton to Hongkong aboard 3 
British gunboat in 1036 it was alleged 
that he had, transferred $00,000,000 
of taxpayers’ money to his own 
pocket.

Chu Yi, of Three People’s Principles, 
must be the guiding principles of 
ational thought, the. statement de- 
lares that Chiria must pursue her 
War of resistance simultaneously 
With the task of national reconstruc- 
tion.

CAVEAT EMPTOR 
March 20. 

‘The Chinese claims to substantial victories 
over the Japanese forces operating along the| 
‘Tsinpu Line require to be accepted with con-| 
siderable reserve, The enthusiastic reports 
emanating trom Hankow may, of course, be 
substantially true, but other such allegations| 
in the past have been found to be inaccurate, 
‘and, in view of the emphatic denial given by 
the Japanese Army spokesman, there is just 
‘the possibility that minor successes have been| 
magnified, elther because of enthusiasm over| 
any reverse inflicted on the Japanese, or be- 
cause of the necessity of bolstering’ up the 
morale of the Chinese. ‘The coverage of| 
these hostilities since their outbreak in August 
last, has been one of considerable difficulty. 
When the Chinese were around Shanghai it 
\was possible to obtain information from both 
sides. It is believed that neither of them was| 
imbued with a whole-souted devotion to truth 
Military necessity naturally made them that 
way. Nevertheless, it was possible, by com- 
paring the stories from both sides, to arvive 
at some fairly accurate idea of ‘what was' 
happening, and taken on the whole, the day’ 
to day assessment of the position was as ac- 
curate as it could be in the circumstances. 
‘The removal of the Chinese spokesmen from 
the locality, and their establishment in 
Hankow, meant a delay in Chinese informa- 
tion reaching Shanghai and the practical sur~ 
render af the news situation to the Japanese. 
In the absence of facilities for checking the| 
different reports received, it is necessary that| 
they should be closely scrutinized by readers. 
‘The various local journals do their best with the 
material at their disposal, but, without access to 
the fronts, and where that is possible, without 
ready means of communication with Shanghai, 
the handling of the news has to be somewhat| 
‘on the principle that “you pay your money 
‘and you take your choice.” ‘It is not a very 
reassuring. state of affairs, it is true, but 
Shanghai at the present time is almost entirely 
cut off fron the interior of China, and 
whatever news does come in, is naturally 
coloured by the channels through which it 
passes. 

"The Chinese claims represent avery 
‘circumstantial story of some advantage gained 
over the Japanese, but there are earmarks of| 
‘exaggeration which it would be dangerous to 
disregard, “For some months past the Jap- 
fanese have been seeking to effect a union 
between thelr forces moving northward along, 
the Tsinpu Line with those in Shantung 
moving southwards, At first it seemed as 
though they would endeavour to make a 
sudden push towards Heuchowfu. regardless 
of the Chinese forces in Shansi threatening 
their flank, When, however, the Chinese 
threw reinforeements into that province, it 
became apparent that the movement. along 
the ‘Tsinpu Railway would have to be halted 
while the Japanese forces sought to protect, 
their right flank by driving the Chinese forces! 
Out of the province and across the Yellow 
River, where it runs north and south, thus! 
providing themselves with adequate protec 
tion in that area. With that objective more! 
fr less achieved—for it must be remembered 
that, while they have suecceded in driving the 
main Chinese forees out, there are still 
ucrilla forces continually harassing the 
Japanese in the province—it was possible for 
‘he Japanese ayain ta turn their attention to 
the Tsinpu front which for some time had 
consequently been neglected. The renewal 
fof activity in that area saw the Japancse 
make some advances, but they encountered 
resistance which not only held them up, but 
by counter-offensives offset some of the initial 
gains which they had made. ‘Those have! 
undoubtedly considerably heartened the 
Chinese who may be expected to continue in 
their stubborn defence of the key position of| 
Hsuchowfu. Up to the present they have 
managed to protect that city with on ef- 
ficiency which speaks well for the determina- 
tion of the Chinese forces, and leads. to} 





























position in Shantung it Han Fu-chu had de- 
ended his province with the determination 
‘whieh the National Government demanded of 
him, 

‘The battle for Hsuchow!u has not yet been| 
@ecided. The. successes which the Chinese 
tlaim, even if they are accepted in all thei] 
tntirety would not necessarily mean that the 
city had for ever been relicved of the Jap- 
fnese menace, or that the Chinese had 
established invincible superiority in that area. 
Reduced to their proper perspective all these 
Teports indicate is that, in one phase of the 
battle for Hsuchowfu, the Chinese have 
achieved a success, and an unexpected one at 
that.” All this is written in no sense disparag- 
ing the Chinese. Poorly equipped and trained 
fas compared with the Japanese, and, in the| 
main, not particularly well ted, the Chinese| 
armies have fought with a split which tends 
to" offset many. of the advantages which 
operate in Japan's favour, and the fact stil 
Femains that, despite months of endeavour, 
the Japanese ‘have not yet succeeded in 
closing the gap between the Japanese 
forces operating northwards and southwards 
‘long the ‘Tsinpu Railway. Because of the 
persistence with whieh the’ Chinese have of 
Fered resistance to the Japanese onslaughts 
itis quite possible that, with present Chinese 
‘reports properly moderated, they may give) 
2 fair idea at what is happening. On the face 
of them the Chinese are giving the Japanese 








command, a ly hard nut to crack, 
and it is more than likely that the latter will 


require considerable reinforcement in_men 
‘and material before they will be able to bring. 
about the downfall of Hsuchowfa and thus| 
secure union between the troops operating in 
the ‘north and those in Central China, 
Whether eventually the Japanese succeed in| 
doing this or not the fact emerges that they| 
have undertaken a task which is proving not 
0 easy of fulfilment as it was anticipated in 
those months before they embarked upon 
this adventure in China, It leads to the con- 
‘clusion that the end of hostilities is, from al 
military point of view, still very far, away, 
and it is this, and not military reverses which 
may be tending, as the “Manchester 
Guardian” alleges, to sober the Japanese! 
nation. 








CZECHOSLOVAKIAN TRENDS 


March 31, 
‘The manner in which the situation is} 
developing in Czechosolovakia suggests that 
the various minorities in that country are all 
intending to seck some degree of autonomy. 
The recent accession of strength to the 
‘Sudeten Germans, making them, it is now 
‘claimed, the strongest party in’ the whole 
country, scems to be paving the way for 
further demands upon the Government by! 
‘other parties, and, though the reports on the| 
‘subject are of necessity sparse, the general 
twend of information is to the effect that| 
sooner or later, and more probably sooner, 
the “Sudeten Germans will demand, and 
Probably secure, an increase in thelr repre- 
sentation in the various departments of 
‘government. In this connection it is interest~ 
ing to recall the outline by Herr Konrad 
Henlein, their leader, of thelr aspirations’ 
given in a speech as far back as 1934, In that 
year he condemned Fascism and asserted the 
Qualities of National-Soeialism in comparison 
with it. His claims then were (1) liberty of 
holding meetings, of the press and of speech, 
(2) equality of all in the eyes of the lav, 
(3) protection of all honest citizens against 
denunciations (4) administrative autonomy in 

decentralization of all spheres of social and 
state life, which as an expression of political 
sovereignty, do not necessarily have to be 
administered directly by Government organs, 
(5) creation of autonomy bodies on the lines 
of international law, and an increase in the 
sphere of direct activities of district and 
provincial municipalities and (6) the inclusion. 
9f Germans on a pro rata basis into the army, 
executive und administration. Those were 
the terms on which it was possible to have 
secured a united Czechoslovakia in 1934, and 
while developments since then have made the’ 
aspirations of the Sudeten Germans higher 
than ever before, it is possible that between 
those demands and whatever the Government) 
may ultimately set forth as a basis of settle 
ment there will be found some basis of com- 
promise. 


‘One of the sayings best remembered of the 
fate Rt. Hon Augustine Birrell was to the 
effect that minorities must suffer. ‘To some| 
extent that is one of the drawbacks of| 
democratic ‘states, where the will of the 
majority must prevail, for it is one of the| 
{faults of human nature that, no matter how, 

ndeavours may be made to make the yoke of 
j the majority easy on the necks of the minority 
they have not always succeeded, M. Stefan 
Osusky, Czech Minister in Paris, has recalled 

jow Bohemia enjoyed independence as carly 
as the seventh century, while, even under the: 
Hapsburgs, the juridieal existence of the 
sovereignty of Bohemia was clearly recogniz~ 
ed. During the centuries Germans settled in| 
the country and by their industry and intel-| 
ligence greatly coatributed towards the build 
ing up of the national culture. On that basis] 
he admitted that the Germans should be con- 
‘sidered partners in the common task, but it 
‘could not be expected that the Czechoslovaks| 
should allow themselves to be expelled from) 
their own house built at the price of their 
sweat and blood. When after the conclusion 
of the Great War that country came to be 
‘carved out, during the reformation of the map| 
of Europe, sufficient regard was not paid to} 
ethnical considerations and a very substa 
number of Germans came within the bound-| 
aries of the new Czechoslovakia. It is 
‘claimed by the Germans that their nationals| 
in the minority in the new state, and because] 
of the inability of the Reich then to protect 
them, were deprived of even the minimum| 
of minority rights. Dr. Milan Hodza, Prime 
| Minister, in a speech at Prague declared that 
fall existing Jaw relating to the German-| 
speaking minority would be consolidated in a’ 
new measure which would form the basis for 
the settlement of the minority problem. That) 
may or may not prove to be the solution of] 
the problem which has now arisen, for] 
undoubtedly there are some, and it is believed 
a very large number of the Sudeten Germans| 
who desire absorption in the Reich, though on 
the other hand there is a proportion still will- 
ing to” keep within the sovereignty of} 
Czechoslovakia. 

Lord Noel Buxton suggests that a plebiscite 
‘on the lines of that-held in the Saar should 
be Held to allow ‘the Sudeten Germans to 
decide their own fate, permitting the voters a) 
choice between retention of the stalus quo} 
with certain concessions by the Czechoslo- 
vakian government and transfer outright to} 
the German Reich. ‘The proposal that this) 
should be done by voting in small districts 
‘the fate of which might depend upon the local’ 






































for it would lead to the transfer of districts 
close to the frontier deciding in favour of 
adhesion to the Reich, and the establishment 
of autonomous districts within that territory 
which in the main would still desire to stay 
with Czechoslovakia, It sounds a very in- 
genious scheme, but it seems doomed to failure 
on the ground’ that it would satisfy neither 
side, It would not restore all the Germans 
to the Reich, nor retain for Czechoslovakia 
that full degree of territorial sovereignty 
Which is hers by right. On the face of things 
it still appears that the best sol

tion in @ manner most calculated to satisty 
the Sudeten Germans. That in effect is 9 
compromise, which undoubtedly will eall fo 
more concessions than those demanded by 
Herr Henlein, in 1934, Lord Nocl Buxton’ 
scheme, if put into effect, would have th: 
result of transforming the’ present compara- 
tively clear cut boundary between the two 
‘countries into something resembling the coast- 
Jine of Norway with the all attendant incon: 
veniences to both countries. Furthermore it 
seems to be altogether too complicated, ‘The 
compromise has everything to commend it. 
‘So long as the minorities are safeguarded the 
‘Sudeten Germans should have no real’ cause 
for complaint; justifiable complaint would 
then be a reproach upon the Czechoslova- 
kkians, and might also justify the absorption 
of certain portioris of ‘the country into the 
Reich, though should this occur there might 
then be created Czechoslovakian minorities 
under German domination,—merely a case of

This journal has already referred to the 
invasion of the residential district west of 
Shanghai, within the defence perimeter, by 
industrial concerns, and the grave danger 
‘that that area will’ become so industrialized 
that all its present delightful amenities will 
Aisappear, and the residents forced farther 
afield, For the purpose of combatting. thal. 
development, a body known as the Western, 
(Extra Settlement) Association, has been 
formed, and it is hoped, that by their activities 
further’ encroachment " will "be prevented, 
Dr. F, A. M, Noelting, addressing a meeting of 
the Association on. ‘Wednesday, graphically 
described all the bad offects of the invasion 
Of residential districts by factories, and it 
requires no argument whatever te show that 
the presence of such undertakings, in such 
fn area as that which is now threatened, will 
have a deleterious effect, not only upon the 
residences alyeady in existence, and those 
which may still be contemplated, but will 
militate against the whole of Shanghai by 
the destruction of what should be a lung of 
Jarge area to the west of the city. It would 
indeed be a trayedy if Shanghal’ eventually 
became ringed with factories, Already the ait 
is laden with smoke and fumes carried across 
Shanghai when the wind is in the appropriate. 
direction, From the southwest and west 
fresh air can be brought to the city by the 
breezes, but if encirclement is completed 
that will no longer be possible, and the 
already questionable atmosphere ‘of Shang- 
hai be subjected to continual pollution, It 
is apparent, therefore, that, apart irom the 
general rule that properties’ purchased under 
certain safeguards ax the zoning regulations 
of the Great Municipality of Shanghal, should 
receive the protection which those rules 
intended to ive, considerations of public 
health should weigh in the minds of those 
having contvol over the area, and persuade 
them to prevent this present development 
in the western district,

‘The impression has 
been allowed to get abroad chiefly by acts 
of omission, that th Japanese authorities! 
have been’ showing disregard of foreign 
interests in and around Shanghai. The| 
instances which have tended towards the| 
creation of that impression need not be| 
given here; they are too well known. In 
some cases it may very well be that the 
Japanese have very good reasons for what 
they may or may not have done, but this| 
matter of the Western District within the 
perimeter does not now, and never has 
involved" any military considerations on the 
part of the Japanese. They could, by the 
gracious gesture of persuading the’ Ta ‘Tao 
Government to move in this matter, do a 
great deal towards moderating foreign 
opinion as it exists to-day. At the risk of 
over emphasis it must again be pointed out 
that the Japanese are not being asked to 
anything which would in any way prejudice 
them from a military point of view. “They 
could in the interests of the politieal morality 
referred to above bring such influence to 
bear that the anxieties of residents in the 
Western Area would be removed once and 
fot all, If they did so, it would be a very: 
‘ine stroke, contributing greatly towards the 
harmony which ought to exist in this Inter~ 
national Settlement, and at the same time; 
replacing much of the distrust which is at 
present felt by a very real fecling of gratitude 
which such an action would arouse. 


























THE SEVEN DEVILS 


April 2 

‘Mr, Herbert Hoover, former president of 
‘the United States, has detailed his impressions 
formed during his recent tour of Europe in 
an address before the U.S. Council of Foreign 
Relations, which was broadcast throughout 
America,” From the summary received in 
‘Shanghai by cable, it is clear that Mr. Hoover 
thas made one of the most important unofficial 
pronouncements which has been uttered for 
a very long time, and its significance is such 
that it desorves the widest possible publicity. 
‘There are seven devils afflicting the peace of 
Europe, ‘They are:—(1) the rise of dictator- 
ships, ‘all with planned economies": (2) the 
international arms race: (3) increased yov- 








“ernment debts and deficits: (4) increased 
efforts by individual European Powers to 
secure solf-suMcieney in industry andl 


agriculture: (5) failure of the League of 
‘Nations: (6) fear—nations of cach other, 
Kovernments of their peoyle, people of their 
governments and everywhere a vague feu 
of war and (7) a steady increase of brutalit 
and terrorism in some nations. OL thé 
seven devils the most potent is the sixth: if 
is chiefly fear, with all the sub-divisions intq 
which Mr. Hoover splits it, which is the roo} 
of much of the world's present malaise, 
Economic fears have resulted in the raising 
+ of trade barriers and the struggle of some’ 
countries for self-sumMciency within their own 
borders, Similar emotion has led to the 
development of a selfish nationalism, in place| 
of the internationalism which was growing 
so flourishingly up to the time of the Great 
War, In some countries It is plain that the 
governments fear their people. It is not trug 
of all dictatorships at the.moment, but in the 
case of Russia it is apparent that all: thess 
state trials and purges have arisen out of M.| 
Stalin's apprehension lest he might be evicted! 
from the ‘of governmient by a growing: 
opposition which for the time being, at leas},| 
has had its head mercilessly crushed beneath, 
the stern heel of the praesidium of th 
US.S.R. Supreme Court. 
‘There is, however, a greater fear in all 
dictatorships, and that arises out of the] 
realization that only by a consistent achieve- 
ment of success can they hope to continue,| 
Napolgon was a dictator: he remained in| 
power just so lony as he was able to presen? 
the French people with success, and when| 
he failed his system of government was| 
destroyed. It can safely be said of the exist~ 
ing dictatorships that they have to maint 
an unchanging string of successes if they aré 
to keep their hold upon the people under| 
«them, and it is the fear thit they may not be| 
‘able ‘to do that which may eventually lead] 
them to desperate courses, “History is replete] 
with such -cases, und it is the increase of 
internal fear which is likely to contribute] 
most towards’ the growing anxieties of the| 
nations regarding international developments. 
‘The Steady increase of brutality and terrorism| 
are directly attributable to the domestic un-' 



































certainty, externally it is reflected by the 
huge arms race in which all the nations of 
the world are indulging.  Self-sufficiency| 
rises from the same emotion, it is an indica-| 
tion of the desire to secure ample protection| 
from whatever threats which may at same| 
time or other be made against. the nation| 
devoted to such a policy. Mr. Hoover has 
painted a hideous picture. It is the picture of 
‘a civilization frightening itself into im- 
morality, Into its own destruction, into the 
reduction of all that mankind has laboriously_ 
built up through the centuries to a state of 
chaos, In this study of unadulterated gloom’ 
two bright tints are introduced. Europe's 
economic recovery, according to the ex- 
president, is more advanced than that of the| 
United States. ‘That should tend towards a| 
greater contentment, though. some will find| 
it diMeult to see where it can be found. The| 
other lies in the fact that Europe is not yet pre- 
pared for war. It is true that some nations 
fare more advanced than others, but the dif-| 
ference between the various Powers. or| 
‘combinations of Powers is not so great as to 
permit any of them putting their fortunes to 
‘the arbitrament of war. 

From this it is to be supposed that there is| 
still some time available in which to negotiate 
fa general appeasement. So far as Europe is 
concerned that is the-end towards which Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain is directing his energies 
‘and policies. ‘That is the reason for his open- 
ing of negotiations with Italy. Upon them 
depends much of the future of Europe. It is 
clear that even when the obstacles to Anglo- 
Italian understanding have been removed 
there will still be much to do to bring about| 
that state of contentment without which there 
can be no real peace in Europe. That Mr. 
Hoover emphasizes in his reference to the 
‘injustices and unrealities” in the post-war| 
treaties. ‘There is a great deal to be said for 
the contention that documents were obtained 
under duress. Of course they were. The 
defeated nations had no other alternative 
than to accept them or go to war again, and 
that latter, of course, they were in no position 
to do. I may be a paradox, but it seems 
from past history to be true that the worst 
possible time at which to negotiate a peace 
treaty is at the end of a war. It could not, 
of course, be negotiated at ay other time, 
but if mankind could find some way of bring- 
ing about a truce during which the status| 
quo was maintained until the heat of warfare! 
‘among the nations had cooled down, it might 
be possible to effect more equitable’ arrange-| 
ments than have been secured in the past. 
Peace treaties in the past have been| 
negotinted in an atmosphere almost amount- 
ing to hatred, a most fruitful source of 
fear, And so ‘the vicious circle is followed 
until the world is brought back to the worst 
of the seven devils. Collective sccurity might 
hhave got rid of them. ‘That method has been 
rejected by some of the dictatorships, and! 
now the world must resort, unless it regains 
‘a degree of sanity very shortly, to the old 
practice of seeking to cast them out by 
jeolzebub,

Recent developments in Hankow should! 
‘give the Japanese furiously to think, for the 
appointment of Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek as virtually dictator of China, amounts 
to an endorsement of his policy by the| 
Kuomintang. The General Executive of the| 
Party has in faet passed a vote of confidence| 
in its leader, and that despite the defeats 
which the Japanese have up to the present] 
been able to inflict upon the Chinese armies| 
in the field, ‘The Kuomintang Congress has| 
elevated the Generalissimo to a position only 
held before by Sun Yat-sen, and because of 
that fact has done him ‘an unparalleled 
honour. While, on the face of it, it would 
seem that powers of a dictator have been 
conferred upon him it is elear that there are 
certain limitations the most important of 
which concerns the Party's decision to adhere 
to the principles of the San Min Chu 
thereby making it quite clear that there is no 
possibility of the Communists ever being 
‘allowed to dominate the Government. That] 
is the claim which is made, though historians 
will realize that this is rather the declaration 
of a pious wish regarding the future than an 
exclusion of possibilities. It is always pos- 
sible that Communism might grow to such 
an extent in China that the Kuomintang} 
might be ousted from power, and. the} 
resolution governing that point merely em- 
phasizes that, as long as the Kuomintang is} 
in control, the Communist party’in China will 
have to accept 4 back seat in the government | 
ff the country.) That Japan by her action 
is driving the Chinese nation into the arms} 
‘of Bolshevism is only“ too plain, and if it 
‘sueceeds in bringing about the downfall of] 
the Kuomintang there is more than a grave 
Ganger that those political sentiments which 
are anathema to the Japanese will obtain a 
greater hold upon the country than they have 
at present, This is a very obvious fact; and 
the existence of the Kuomintang is the only, 
real guarantee that all that large portion of 
China, which has not yet and may never fall 
info the hands of Japan, will not one day} 
become communist through the desperation] 
‘which the Japanese campaigns are engender-| 
ing. At the moment that desperation is

It is one of the contrarieties of the whole| 
situation that Japan claims to be fighting] 
what she may actually bring about, and the: 
position is that she can only prevent it by the! 
total subjugation of China a task which it is 
believed is entirely beyond Japan's ability. 
‘There is every reason to believe that even| 
now the Japanese have bitten off more than| 
they can conveniently masticate, and the more| 
they extend their gains the more difficult 
will become their situation. Chiang Kai-shek, 
having in his hands the whole conduct of the| 
war and the government, has achieved a unity] 
of control which does in fact amount to a| 
dictatorship. Perhaps not so much from the| 
positive point of view as from the negative. 
‘Thus while he is only empowered to request} 
the Kuomintang Congress to reconsider its| 
decisions, he is given the final say in regard) 
to resolutions passed by the Central Executive| 
Committee of the Kuomintang; he is given| 
the pawer to veto them, should he think it 
necessary in the interests of the countr 
From that point of view it would seem that 
his dictatorship is not one of initiative as| 
other dictatorships have shown themselves to 
bbe, but merely one of restraint. His power} 

hot so absolute, though he can, should he| 
so desire to prevent the enactment of any| 
resolutions likely in his opinion to interfere 
with the determined opposition which China| 
is offering to the Japanese invasion. — The| 
manifesto which has been issued by the Sixth| 
National Kuomintang Congress, the instru- 
ment which confers this new role on Chiang] 
Kai-shek is in itself an important and in-| 
teresting document. The hope is expressed 
that Japan will abandon her policy of aggres-| 
sion and co-operate with China. ‘That is what} 
Japan says she is trying to do, though it is 
‘Apparent that she wants China to co-operate 
with her, and not she with China, To some! 
there may be little difference between the two] 
points of view, though on little reflection it is} 
plain that: she intends to play the dominant} 
role in this Far, Eastern partnership which| 
she is seeking to’ set up. The declaration of 
the Congress scruputously to respect all] 
treaties designed for the maintenance of| 
international peace to which she is a party,| 
would have read somewhat better had it been| 
applied to all treaties to which China is| 
pledged, for treaty infractions in the past are| 
to a very great extent responsible for the| 
predicament in which she finds herself to-day’ 

‘The resumé of the manifesto which appears 
In another column indicates a praiseworthy| 
sanity of outlook. ‘The people are warned| 
not to entertain! false hopes nor to expect| 
‘miraculous happenings. They are told not 
to count on foreign assistance, but to depend| 
upon their own efforts in their endeavour to 
beat their enemy. There are indications that, 
the Congress contemplates the further 
mobilization of the nation for the purpose of 
continuing its struggle, and throughout it all, 
‘and especially in view of the inferences to 
be drawn from the document, there is to be| 
found no sign of weakening confidence in the| 
future, but the reaffirmation of a quiet, 
realistic determination to defend the country’ 
against the aggression to which it is being 
subjected. What does all this mean? It 
means that, despite the huge slaughter of the 
past eight months, the destitution of millions 
Of refugees fleeing before the Japanese forces, 
‘and the continual bombing of towns and cities, 
the morale of the nation has not been shat-| 
tered. That that is the finding of the 
Kuomintang Congress is apparent from its 
decisions. ‘The Japanese armies may have 
made great material progress in China with 
their better training and equipment, but their 
successes have had no spiritual effect 
upon either the Chinese people or their 
government. That has to be remembered. 
The belief ‘that some people held that, the 
end of the hostilities would be brought about 
by the collapse of Chiang Kai-shek’s govern- 
ment may still prove ultimately to be true, 
but for the moment the Party's faith in the 
Generalissimo has again been demonstrated, 
and he is firmer in the saddle now than he has 
ever been before. ‘Tre stubbornness with 
which the Chinese forces are resisting the 
Japanese along the Yellow River and around 
Hsuchowfu is reflected in the attitude of the| 
Kuomintang. That attitude will, at any) 
rate for the present, be maintained; the nation 
is re-pledged to a policy of victory through] 
suffering, the capacity of the Chinese for 
which is being shown to be as great now! 
‘as it has been in the past. China may not 
eventually emerge victorious from _ this! 
struggle, but she is- determined to make: 
‘Japanese success so costly that it may prove 
to be like Dead Sea fruit, very bitter in the| 
mouth. 























THE NEWER RENTALS 
April 5. 

Considerable sympathy will be felt for the 
correspondent whose letter was published on 
Sunday in connection with the proposal of 
his landlords to adjust, at the commencement 
of each month the dollar amount of his rental 
in proportion to the depreciation from the| 
parity established by the National Govern- 
ment. It is true that this miove on the part, 
of the landlords does not amount to profiteer- 
ing, but it does seek to transform a bargain| 
for the renting of a house from the customary, 
national currency: basis to either sterling or 
US. dollars, Undoubtedly the landlords will 
regard this as an act of business prudence,

example of the’ art of “passing the buck, 
has nothing whatever to commend it. Tt is 
necessary in considering this matter to look 
into the nature of the landlords’ investment, 
They bought Shanghai land with Chinese 
money, built properties for the most part 
from focally supplied materials for which 
they paid in the currency of the country, 
labour mostly: Chinese, and now ‘those pro- 
perties “have been established their’ main- 
tenance and operation is paid for in the main 
in exactly the same money. It may be 
argued that the original money invested was 
transferred from sterling or U.S, Dollars and 
that the landlortis are entitled to regard their 
properties in that light and to obtain an 
Adequate relurn in those currencies upon their 
investment. That argument would have been 
perfectly sound if from the very commence- 
ment they had established the principle of 
1 their charges in those foreign eur- 
rencies. ‘They would then have taken the 
rough with the smooth, but in times when 
exchange ran high they might have found 
‘themselves hard put to meet those local ex- 
penditures which represent the greater part 
of their outlay. It, obviously, would not have 
paid them to adopt any such practice with 
the Tael above nine shillings; they would not 
have willingly asstimed the burden which 
‘exchange would then throw on them, but they 
fare apparently quite willing to shift it now 
to shoulders less able than ever to support i, 

The facts of the case are quite simple, 
‘There is in Shanghai a large class of small 
people, earning salaries of no greater dimen- 
sions, ‘whose remuneration in so many in- 
stances of late has already been reduced, and 
may even suffer that process again; there are 
small traders whose businesses have been 
ruined by the outbreak of hostilities, who are 
ekeing out their small savings in ‘the hope 
that times will mend before their little capitai 
has totally disappeared. It may be sald that 
‘such ‘people do not happen to be the tenants 
of the landlords who circulated the letter 
referred to. That consideration is not 
germane to the issue, for the matter is one 
of principle, and a serious principle at that, 
What would happen it every foreign company 
rendering public services 16 Shanghai were 
to embark upon the same policy? Shanghai 
would be paying its bills in currency foreign 
to this country, and would never know how 
much ,it would’ be called upon to pay until 
the accounts were presented, Such a situation 
would be intolerable, and common loyalty to 
the interests of the community as a whole 
demands that no such step should ever be 
made, ‘The inhabitants of the city, for the 
most part earn their livelihood in “Chinese 
dollars; there are a, few whose earnings are 
in elther sterling or U.S, dollars, they are, 
however, the fortunate ‘minority, and would 
be entirely unaffected by any such proceeding, 
‘but as the correspondent pointed out he may 
eventually find himself in a position where 
the landlord would be demanding more 
dollars for rent than he would be earning. It 
would be interesting to know if this scheme 
can be applied to Chinese tenants, Prima 
Jacie it would seem that it cannot, for it ir 
unbelievable that the Chinese courts would 
give judgment in anything but Chinese dollars, 
‘and though the contract between landlord 
and tenant might be expressed in terms of 
that currency, it would be merely a matter 
of evidence that the Iandiords were in fact 
charging and endeavouring to recover what 
in reality was foreign exchange. ‘That really 
is the position. “It does not matter how the 
tenancy contracts are worded; in this instance 
the landlords are in fact charging their rentals 
{in terms of exchange, 

‘As has already been pointed out this ‘novd 
not necessarily amount to profiteering, and, if 
all salaries were earned and paid in either 
sterling or U.S, dollars, there would be no 
reason whatever for complaint, but in view of 
ocal conditions this attitude of “each for 
himself and the dovil take the hindmost” may 
be described in a number ‘of appropriate 
‘ways, none of which are particularly pleasant 
sounding. Such landlords may reply to 
criticism that the tenant has his remedy in 
his own hands. That is perfectly true, and 
if the people who have received the letter in 
question do adopt the obvious measure to 
avoid so inequitable a bargain they will be 
just as prudent as the landlords who hav? 
@evised this scheme. ‘The effect of empty 
premises may prove more salutary than al! 
the correspondence in the Press, for rents 
which cannot be collected are more potent 
arguments than all the remonstrance in the 
world. That is the only remedy which the 
tenant has, and as he is apparently a monthly 
renter of the premises he occupies, he should 
[ake it as soon as he can. It is (0 be hoped 
that the landlords responsible for this scheme 
will revise their decision; This is no. time 
for driving hard bargains but a peribd 
when it is imperative that the whole com- 
munity should hang together and face its 
difficulties with a common front and internal 
unity, By that means and that means alone 
ean the future of Shanghai be safeguarded, 
fand it has to be stated quite: emphatically 
that procedure as ~that under eriticism 
does nothing but contribute towards lack 
fof that unity which fs so infportant, to this 
city at this juncture. It is not suagested for 
‘one moment that business men should assume 
the functions of altruists, but it seems nece:

After a spell of warm springslike 
weather, the thermometer” dropped 
fover 25 degrees in one day, rain 
turned to sléet, and the water soon 
turned to icc,’ followed by several 
days of snow,’ such as dias not been 
seen here for over ten years ‘The 
average fall on. the hills cighteen 
Inches to two feet, but in many places.

Guards, tired of patrolling their 
beat of nothing but Mat, treeless 
country, occasionally take it into 
thelr heads to loose off a round or

hundred yards away at the time. 


‘This generally comes under the 
heading of “fun” but the opposite 
number may not geo it in that light, 
with the result that the frontier 
guards are called out and another 
{international frontier incident comes 
into the news. 

In the north-eastern angle at Heiho, 
where the actual frontier is a river, 
the Japanese and Soviet sentries grin 
at each other across the line, some- 
times little more than a ditch, 

In the warmer months of the year, 
‘2 popular outdoor “sport” among 
these troops Is to machine-gun cloth- 
ing left on the opposite bank by 
bathers. “They say it isn’t fair.” 
said one post commander, “but it's 
fun.” 

‘The aviators on both sides are| 
also feeling the monotony and, bored 
with patrolling their own lines, they 
occasionally venture over to the: 
“other side” ‘Trouble naturally 
crops up when a forced landing be- 
comes necessary. 

‘Troops are now concentrated on 
both sides of the border the whole 
way from Vladivostok to the Outer 
Mongolian frontier. Yet there is no 
evidence that offensive purposes are 
the motives behind these concentra- 
tHons. 

Nevertheless a dominant factor 
behind the seones is fear, and each 
time the Soviets have’ reinforced 
thelr frontier forces, the Japanese 
have done the’ same on the Man- 
choukuoan side, 

Incidentally the Soviet reinforee- 
ments, by making the Japanese 
follow suit, has been responsible for 
@ considerable amount of indirect 
‘assistance to China, as large num- 
bers of first-line Japanese troops 
who would otherwise be fighting 
‘against the Chinese, have been taken 
out of the war to guard the Man- 
choukuoan frontier—Reuter.

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Federated Reserve Bank 


New Peiping Currency Regarded with Certain 
Amount of Suspicion ; Japanese Buy Property 


Fuost Our Own 


Peiping, Mar. 10. 

‘The _long-heralded "Federated 
Reserve Bank was opened here last 
‘week amid a certain amount of pomp 
and eireumstance and a great fusilade 
of crackers. Posters were put up in 
Gifferent parts of the. city showing 
fortunate ‘depositors coming out of 
the new bank flourishing in their 
hands some of its brand new notes, 
‘a5 proof of the happiness and pros- 
perity which the new currency is to 
confer on north China. 

‘These new bank notes which were 
printed by the Bureau of Printing 
and Engraving here are of rather 
unwieldy size, but not bad-looking 
‘The. portraits of famous Chines 
rulers of “ancient times serve, no 
doubt, as a reminder of the aims of 
the Hsin “Min. Hul (New People's 
Party) which are to gestore the golden 
‘age in China. Mord interesting is the 
five-clawed imperial dragon, looking 
‘out coyly from behind clouds at the 
banner of the Rising Sun. 

Despite the celebrations at its in- 
auguration, the new currency has not 
had avery good reception. All that 
it Is likely to do, would seem to be 
to complicate still further the already 
sufficiently dificult currency situation 
in the north. ‘The public seems to 
regard the new currency with o 
certain amount of suspicion, and the| 
old notes, I understand, are not being’ 
handed over in as large quantities 
had been expected. Nor is this 
surprising, seeing that, despite all the 
talk about the new bank having suff. 
lent financial backing, it refuses to 
sell foreign exchange against the new 
notes. 

Attitude of Foreign Banks 


In consequence, the foreign banks 
not unnaturally regard the new cur 
reney very coldly and have so far 
refused to deal in it, ‘The Chinese 
market which has an ageslong ex~ 
perionce in doubtful currencies—a 
much wider experience than have the 
Japanese themselves—has been quick 
to react to these hesitations of the 
foreign banks. Under the compulsion 
of foreign bayonets neither Chinese 
banks nor business men dare refuse 
to accept the new notes. 

‘Nevertheless they are already stand 
ing ata discount in private, against 
the old ‘notes, while the small shops 
and traders are gradually raising 
thelr prices, The cost of living is| 
already affected and is likely to rise 
steoply in the near future, 

Bayonets will, no doubt, be able to 
foree the new clirrency on'the market 
in the long run, And, indeed, the| 
Japanese military authorities “have 
‘been bringing tremendous pressure to 
Bear on Chinese banks here to fall 
in with thelr financial schemes 
and to put up credits for the new 
bank. Several’ prominent Chinese 
dankers here and in Tientsin have 
thought it prudent to withdraw in 
face of Japanese threats. but the others 
have had to carry ‘out Japanese 
Instructions, no matter what ill effects 
the new regulations may have. 


Foreign Exchange Factor 

‘The regulations for the purchase of 
foreign exchange recently’ introduced 
by. the Chinese Government have 
further tended to confuse the cur 
reney question in these parts, and 
have not increased the confidence of 
the public in the new notes. ‘The 
Japanese plan, it is sald, was to force 
this new paper money on the North, 
inorder to obtain in exchange the 
notes of the Central Government, 
Which could have been transferred to 
Shanghaj where they hoped to buy 
up foreign exchange of which the 
Japanese are s0 badly in need. ‘The 
new. regulations have considerably 
Upset this plan. 

It seems very improbable that the 
Federated Reserve Banke will ever sell 
unlimited foreign exchange against 
the new notes. Nor would it be to 
the ‘advantage of Japanese finance 
and trade, were it to do so. For in 
that case ‘smuggled yen would come 
pouring out of Japan, with which 
Japanese traders in “north China 
would buy up new notes and re-sell 
there for the foreign exchange that 
they are unable {o obtain in Japan 
itself, And, in the long run, that 
might have 'a very weakening effect 
on the Yen exchange itself. 

‘There, is, however, a further, and 
‘more immediate reason why the bank 
{3 not likely to sell foreign exchange 
against the new currency, As long. 
‘as they refuse to do so, and if the 
now currency becomes the only 
‘Available money in these parts, then, 
‘obviously all dealings in foreign ex- 
‘change will come toa standstill, and 
therewith foreign imports be made 
impossible. This will correspondingly 
beneft Japanese trade. For the new 
currency being convertible at par to 
the yen, Chinese merchants will be 
forced willy-nilly to supply their re- 
quirements by the purchase of 
Japanese goods only. 

Te is, therefore, not surprising that

‘TraMe Regulations 

We, had a much-needed “trafic 
week” here recently. “Much-needed,” 
because the (raffle control in Peiping: 
hag greatly deteriorated during’ the 
last eight months. Also, there has 
been an enormous increase in the 
‘motor traffle since the Japanese have 
come here. 

‘The regulations for the control of| 
trae were, as ‘usual, a mixture of 
sensible and foolish measures. For 
the frst time in its history the citizens 
of Peiping who have hitherto been in 
thehabit of crossing the strect at any 
angle or even of strolling unconcerned 
ly down the middle of it, were forced 
to cross only at specially marked 
places. ‘The slow-moving trae was 
made to keep strictly to the side of 
the Toad, while rickshaws plying for 
hire which usually stroll up and down 
the main roads blocking the {ramc 
were made to wait in side lanes. 

On the other hand, quite unneces- 
sary measures were enforced. Pedes- 
triang were ordered to walk in one 
irection only on one side of the 
street, no matter how wide the streets, 
or their pavements were, 

Air Raid Precautions 

‘We have also had some real black- 
out “exercises. Whether they wei 
instituted ‘because of a genuine fe 
of an attack by Chinese planes or 
merely in order to show that Peiping 
has become a really modern civilized 
city, is not clear. ‘These exercises, 
oo, had their limitations. AN private 
‘ears were made to blind their lights 
with’ dark cloth, and those that had 
neglected to do £0 were made to stop 
in the middle of the road, no matter 
where they were. 

All Chinese shops had to close up. 
Japanese establishments, on the 
fother hand, were a blaze of light, 
‘while Japanese staff cars continued 
to dash through the streets with, 
exposed headlights. No doubt, at 
tacking planes realizing that ‘these 
ulldings and cars belonged to the 
Japanese would very considerately 
refrain from dropping bombs on 
them. 

‘Japanese continue to pour into 
Pelping in Inrge numbers. “According 
to official figures there are now be- 
tween ten and 12,000 of them here. 
‘This is in addition to the military 
garrison of several thousand, semi- 
military formations and hundreds. of 
employees of the South Manchurian 
Railway. Before the so-called in- 
dent the Japanese civilian popula- 
tion of Peiping was 2,000 Japanese and 
2000 Koreans. The latter, by the 
way, seem nowadays to have disap- 
peared almost completely, and T 
believe that they are not allowed to 
settle here any more. 

Liltle Sino-Japanese Business 

‘What this large number of Japanese 
are living on is something of a mystery 
Business between them and the 
Chinese has been so far very limited, 
‘and is certainly very much smaller 
than it was before the outbreak of 
hostilities, if only: for the simple rea~ 
gon that "most of the rich Chinese 
have left “here and there is little 
money in Peiping these days among 
the Chinese. 

In fact, if there are any outward 
signs of prosperity, these are entirely 
due. to the Japanese civilians and 
military, who seem to have plenty of 
money to spend. Pelping at present 
is living on the Japanese. Rickshaws, 
‘brothels, and the hawkers of cheap 
Chinese’ gocds are doing a roaring 
trade atthe Japanese expense, 

Much Property Confiseated 

‘A large proportion of the houses 
‘and other property in the southern 
part of the Tartar City is now oc- 
cupied by the Japanese. Some of it 
hhas simply been seized on the famous 
plea of confiscating enemy property. 
AL the same time, however, the Jap- 
fanese have been buying “up large 
Blocks owned by foreigners, some of 
it in the Legation Quarter.

Harbin No Longer a 
Russian City 


Harbin, Mar. 1 

For a quarter of a century a Rus- 
sian city in the middle of Manéhuris 
Harbin is month by month losing its 
Russian aspect, Still remaining are 
the Orthodox ‘churches, "the houses 
built by Russians or in Russian style, 
Russian signs vicing with those in 
the Japanese or Chinese languages, 
and Russian people walking in the 
streets, but the Russian atmosphere is 
koing and, probably, going for good.| 

In far-off days the number of| 
Russians living in Harbin was, by 
civic slatisties, no less than 70,000; in 
1620, when a wave of refugees swept 
in from Sibetia, that number was in- 
creased to 150,000; but to-day the 
Russian population of Harbin is not 
more than J ‘in other words, no 
larger than that of Shangh 

Afler the Chinese Eastern “Railway 
was transferred inte Japanese hands, 
‘approximately 20,000 left for Russia| 
‘and an identical number for nowhere 
in. particular. Most of the latter 
coilld” In~time be seen in Tientsin, 
Tsingtao, Dairen and its suburbs, and, 
of course, in Shanghai, which city is 
now looked upon as the “paradise of 
emigration"—a title that between 
1920 and 1930 belonged to Harbin. 

Before Mnishing with the “Russian 
question,” it should be added that we 
have three types of Russians remain- 
ing here: those who have nowhere to 
0 and nothing to cover the expense 
of going, (the largest category by 
far), those who have managed to 
‘adapt themselves to the new’ condi- 
tions brought about by the Japanese 
‘oceupation, and those who have fixed 
property and a certain amount of in- 
come and therefore can—or are 
forced to—live in Harbin, trying to 
abstain from all polities’ and lead- 
Ing as quiet and inconspicuous exis- 
tences as possible. 

Harbin's Smarter Look 

But one must not think that be- 
couse Harbin has ceased being 9 
Russian city it has stopped growing, 
expanding its limits and adding to its 
beauty. One is entitled to one's own 
opinions regarding Japanese methods 
of colonization, but it must in all 
fairness be admitted that during the 
post five years Harbin has certainly 
faken on a smarter look. The suburbs 
have been subjected to a tidying-up 
process, traffic has been regulated, 
tnd the city looks gayer by night, 
both Japanese and Chinese are ‘not 
averse to iIumination, 

‘More order has been introduced, 
street, banditry has disappeared, and 
he who has not known the Harbin 
of old—the Russian Harbin—he who 
has not carried away with him 
pleasant memories of the Harbin that 
is dead, the madly gay city that 
existed’ up to 1929, will probably 
receive the most favourable impres~ 
‘sion from a two of three weeks" visit 
here. He will see good hotels, ex- 
cellent restaurants—Russian, Japanese 
‘nd Chinese—and -a night life that 
eaters to the most capricious taste. 

‘The Nipponese, as one is ordered 
to call them here, are a nation that 
Uke to get to the bottom of things: 
here they want to see everything, 
study everything, be explained every= 
thing and the ‘authorities are en- 
couraging this laudable love of know= 
ledge.

ragged from thelr homes or from 
the market and made to drill; if 
they fail to do it well they are 
cruelly beaten; some of them have 
come to me for treatment.

known as “the Old Buddh 

‘Kang Yu-wel and Liang Chicchao 
goined great influence over ~ the 
Emperor Kwang Hsu, whose famous| 
reform decrees of 1008 were inspired 
by Kwang Yu-wel, but "the Old 
Buddha” carried out a coup d'etat, 
threw the Emperor into captivity 
und ordered the decapitation of 
Kwang and Liang.

Yous tmes which followed. 

From 1005 to 1007, he was Defence

Uionary activities of the Tung Meng- 
Mul ahd its successor, the Kuomin- 
tung. Hig rule was noteworthy for 
the fact that he pursued a policy of 
persuasion rather than force in deal- 
‘ng. with recaleitrants, but was merei- 
Jess In his suppression of banditry. In 
recognition” of the success he had 
eehieved the Regent invested him 
with the Star of the Order of the 
Double Draggn. 

Retirement in Shanghat 

In 1007, Mr, Cheng  Hsino-hstt 
petitioned "for permission to retire 
from public life, His request was 
granted and he went to live at 
‘Shanghai, where he engaged in busi- 
nest and public welfare work. In 
his leisure moments, he continued to 
write poetry and also to maintain an 
interest in the reform movement. He 
founded the Constitution Preparatory 
Soclely in conjuinction with Mr. 
Chang Chien, the statesman and ine 
trialist, and other liberal-minded 
jose, and did much to foster the 
strong Movement in certain moderate 
‘lreles for a constitutional monarchy

Governorship of Hunan 

On his return to Peiping, Mr. 
Cheng Hsiao-hsu was appointed 
evernor of Hunan, one of the richest, 
Most Important ahd most turbulent 
provinees in the Yangtze Valley. He 
Was working also in close co-oper 
Mion with Sheng Kung-pao, famous 
fas the founder of the Chinese Tele- 
gtuph system and for the manner in 
which he attempted to nationalize 
China's ‘railways, a scheme which 
brought about the overthrow of the 
Munch. Dynasty. ‘When revolution 
broke out at Wuehang in October 
1911 and spread like wild-fire through 
the Yangtze Valley, Mr. Cheng 
Hsiao-hsu resigned “and retired to 
hhis estate near Shanghai, where he 
spent the next twolve years. 

In 1924, he was summoned to Pel- 
ping by the ex-Emperor of Chin: 
Henry Pu Yi, to take charge of his 
houschold. Shortly after his arrival 
there he was instrumental, with Sir 
Reginald: Johnston, in planning the 
escape of the young Ex-Emperor 
from the Winter Palace to the Japan- 
eso Logation, at that time when his 
sufoty was. “threatened by Marshal 
Feng Yu-hsiang. 

Loyal “Exile” In Tlentsin 


In the following year, Cheng Hsiao- 
su accompanied Henry Pu Yi to 
‘Tientsin, and remained with him as 
odviser and tutor for the next seven 
years, refusing to listen to the offers! 
Of high positions made to him by 
the Chinese Government from time 
to time. 

in the autumn of 1981, the Chang 
Hsuch-liang Fogime in Manchuria was 
overthrown and the new stale of 
Manehoukuo “came into existence. 
Mr. Cheng Hsiao-heu, with other 
loyalists, went quietly to work to 
achieve’ their heart's desire, the 
restoration of the Imperial House to 
its old Manchu domain.

\HE great inconvenience caused to residents of the Western 
areas by the inauguration of factories close to their homes 
fojlowing the hostilities of last year was emphasized by Dr. F. A.M. 
Noelting in his address yesterday evening at the first general 
‘meeting of the Western (Extra Settlement) Association, held at 
Dr. Noelting cited various instances 
of factories which were now proving a perfect nuisance to residents 
of the western district, and stated that having had some twelve 
years’ experience as a chemical engineer in various countries of 
Europe and America, he could assure the meeting that the neigh- 
bourhood of any factory even in technically advanced countries, 
‘was extremely unpleasant for any kind of residential area. 


‘Messrs. Jardine’s offices. 


Public authorities of most coun: 
tries and cltios had very wisely set 
aside special locations for factories, 
generally far away from residential 
areas, Even at a distance, factories 
caused trouble, elther through bad 
smells and poisonous gases being 
carried by the wind, or polluted 
waste waters killing fish, or being 
‘obnoxious through smell,’ colour “or 
salt contents. Such things as smoke, 
soot, smells, dust, factory whistles 
‘at all hours, smoke stacks, unsightly 
factory buildings, a considerable 
motor lorry trae, as well as con 
destion of poor class Chinese, work- 
men and thelr families, ete, were 
in store for the Western District, if 
the emigration of factories | from 
Hongkew and Yengtszepoo material- 
ized, Already, Edinburgh Road, be- 
tweon Great Western Road and Yu 
Yuen Road, which was formerly o 
Vetter class residential nelghbour- 
hood, showed what happened through 
industrialization, 

Beginnings of Actiot 

Immediately upon hearing of a 
projected paper mill in the vicinity 
Of Tunsin Road, a few residents of 
that area met’ together to discuss 
‘what ‘could be done to ‘prevent it| 
from —materializing, ‘The Tunsin| 
Road residents came to the conclu- 
slon that individually they eould do 
hothing, and that only through ¢o- 
operative action could they get re~ 

is, ‘The S.M.C. was ofiicially in 
Control of the roads outside, while 
fll the land In between was under 
Chineso jurisdiction. When the aut~ 
thority, of the Chinese diyappeared 
fit the middle of November, only the 
foreign troops which protected the 
‘aren ‘were left in control. 

During the winter, the Japanese 
‘omeinls claimed that having conquer- 
ed this part of China, they were en~ 
titted to all the rights of the formet 
Nanking Government, ‘Theoretically, 
the Western District should be 
absolutely immune from factories 
fand similar nulsanees, owing to the 
Zoning Regulations issued by the 
‘Munleipalily of Greater Shanghai on 
March 16, 1934.

the regulations.

Association Formed 

It wos with these ideas in mind 
that a dozen residents of the West 
ern District decided to form the 
Western District Association. Its alm 
could be summarized simply as make 
ing the Western District outside 
roads area a more desirable resl~ 
dential neighbourhood for foreigners. 
‘The main objects of the association 
were:

Tong been a sore point, the Issuance

Beyond some slight damage to the 
building, they passed through the 
ordeal fairly well, although for some 
weeks It was Impossible to hold the 
Usual’ Sunday services, and. the 
church activities came to a standstill, 
4 large proportion pf thelr member- 
ships being evacuated to Hongkong. 

This had seriously curtailed the 
income of the church, and with the 
large outlay incurred in providing 
return passages for the former minl= 
ster at the close of his term of service 
the church closed the year with a 
Aefiet of nearly $5,000, rather an un- 
‘usual thing with Union Chureh. In 
spite of these disadvantages, the re- 
ports before the meeting showed con- 
siderable activity on the part of 
various organizations, and he felt 
confdent that when at an opportune 
time an appeal is made to liquidate 
the doflelt members of the Congrega- 
lon and friends in the community 
would rally to thelr ald as in the 
past,

the past year, Mr. Macbeth paid 
tribute to the’ work done by ‘the 
oMlciating minister, the Rev. C. W.

science, Prof. A. K. Baiov quotes the 
philosopher, ‘Mr. Viadimir  Soloviev, 
who says that any historical event of 
any value whatsoever, has always 
borne a threefold character—personal, 
national, and universal. Mr. A. Z. 
Mishlaevsky says bluntly that “mille 
tary science always bears a strictly 
national character.” In the course of 
is history, Russian military thought 
was at times of that of the 
West. “As an example, Russian armies, 
Jin the 16th century were the first 0 
‘employ guns and cannon loaded 
through the breech. “Light artillery 
‘was instituted in Russia earlier than 
in Europe, “even in the days of 
Peter the Great mounted artillery 
was already in use, and universal con 
‘scription was enforced in Russia earl: 

As re- 
gards the actual methods of warfare, 
Russian military science ‘must here 
also be acknowledged quite original, 

‘Volumes would be necessary for the

Shanghai, Mor. 30. 
‘The Introduction of the new cur 
reney in North China has led up to 
the present critical situation in the 
fnances of the country, it was learned 
hu authoritative circles "yesterday. 
‘The introduction of the new currency, 
[sponsored by Japan, was sald to) 
fhaye been the main fault leading up 
to ‘the present serious situation. The 
currency itself, it was stated, was 
‘non-convertible into paper currency, 
bbut was convertible at par with the 
‘yen into the Chinese Nationa! Gov- 
‘ernment curreney. The natural con- 
‘sequence of this was that the Chinese 
Government curreney in the north, 
which was convertible, disappeared 
from circulation, mainly owing to it 
Being bought up by the banks, with 
the Reserve Bank notes, and trans- 
shipped (0 Shanghai to ‘buy foreign 
‘currencies, principally sterling. 

‘This caused a tremendous demand 
for foreign currencies from. the 
Central Bank of China, and it was. 
‘stated that the daily’ application 
Jumped from about £80,000 a day to 
‘about £800,000 a day. Naturally, the 
Chinese National Government "was 
not prepared to support in this man- 
nor a currency issued by the Peiping 
Provisional Government through the 
Reserve Bank, under the auspices of 
the Japanese. The method devised 
for checking the outflow of Chinese 
Government resources was to impose 
restrictions on the sale of foreign 
jcurrency and make allotments weekly 
according to the Government's idea 
of the legitimate requirements of the 
market. 

Allotments. Disturbing 

‘The percentages of allotments to| 
the various banks gave considerable 
dissatisfaction as some got a full 
allotment and others as little as 30 
‘Per cent. It was this disproportionate 
allotment that first really disturbed 
the market. 

During the week following this| 
allotment, the market remained com- 
Paratively stable, although sellers 
Were searee. Even the banks with a 
full allotment were not good sellers, 
and while the selling rate to mer- 
chants remained at 1/2 sterling and 
USS27% the open market rate drop- 
ped to 1/1% and U.S.$25%. On March 
24, the disparity between the allot- 
ments to the various banks was still 
more pronounced, ranging from 82% 
per cent, to 10 per cent. 

‘This again caused nervousness and 
lack of confidence in the currency, 
as the reluctance of banks to. sell 
naturally caused a keener desire to 
buy, so that there were still wider 
differences between the official rates 
‘and the open market rates, the latter 
declining to 1/1% sterling and 
Usszis.

The New Government 
A Reader Begs to Differ 


‘To the Editor of the 
"Norrit-Cunx’ Day News” 

Sm—In one of your leadereties of 
to-day you: mention the members of 
the "new reformed government” as 
elng actuated by the desire to climb 
back-—under Japanese protection—to 
“the “Iimelight” “from which they—| 
‘mostly members of the Anfu party— 
‘were ousted’ some 11" years ago by 
the armed might of the Kuomintang, 
helped by thelr communistie friends, 

ut after having thus put as. much| 
slight upon ‘them as possible you go 
on to admit that sooner or later it 
will be necessary for some sort of 
native Government to be established 
{in the occupied provinces. 

'Now, as even your esteemed paper| 
with its frankly Kuomintang sym- 
pathies—to which you, of course, 
have as good a right as others to 
different opinions—must admit that 
some sort of native Government is a 
necessity for the sake of the people 
{in these provinces, why try to cast a 
slur on those who attempt to establish 
such Government? 

‘The Kuomintang civit Government| 
omcials have, to put it bluntly, run 
away from thelr charges. "You do not 
here read about them’ os you did 
about French and Belgian local civil 
officias during the Great War who, 
devoted to the service of thelr people, 
stuck to thelr posts and did their best 
to carry on although the enemy was 
{In occupation and they of course had| 
to take orders from him. No, the 
local civil oMclals—atter themselves 
in many cases helping to burn and 
destroy” thelr people's homes and 
vital necessaries—waterworks, power 
and ‘means of _ communicatlons— 
sought thelr own safety and left their 
‘unhappy people to shift for them- 
selves, shouting “Traitor” after those 

who tried to establish some kind of 
local Government and serviee for the 
people, and often inciting to murder 
them, 

Of course no local government can, 
ag matters sland, be organized except 
with the permission and help of the 
Japanese—and asthe ‘Kuomintang, 
party men will not do it, men of some 
other party—in cau most of them 
of the Anfu party—have to také upon

‘When the war is over these men may 
have to retire and they may be 
abused by thelr own countrymen, as 
the Kuomintang or the Commutlists 
may conceivably come into power 
‘again—nobody can foresee the future 
“but that does not alter the fact 
that they’ are now endeavouring to 
undertake “a truly partriotic and 
necessary job for their people. 

It the ordinary elvit’ offcials had 
stuck to their jobs there would hardly. 
how be ‘necessity for any new 
"Government", now it is necessary, 
if for no other reason than because 
there must be someone to appoint 
local ofMeials.

‘This would cause hardship to no 
one, ‘The big firms up north with 
appreciable bank balances _have| 
already had these transferred to 
Shanghai or Hongkong, leaving only 
‘what was required for current needs, 
‘and small traders and individuals 
handling Uquid funds would not be 
‘fected at all. 

‘A continuation of the restriction| 
on foreign currency purchases, as 
now imposed, can only have the most 
detrimental effect on’ Chinese credit| 
Jabroad. One cannot help putting the 
query, are. certain parties being 
favoured at the expense of others?

Coffin Makers a Danger 


To the kdlitor of the 
“Nonmn-Ciuxa Dany News” 

‘Sin —A good deal has been said and| 
written on the subject of factories of| 
various kinds being erected in the; 
residential distriets of Shanghai. 

‘Those are not the only undesirable 
additions to. the Western district. 
‘Take, for example, the two large 
cofinimaking establishments which 
hhave been allowed to instal them-| 
‘selves on the vacant bit of ground at! 
the route Say Zoong end of Avenue 

‘between the Luck Apartments| 
Apartments. Ni 
products of such 
fa trade an eyesore 19 the neighbour- 
hhood, but there is another and more| 
serious aspect—that of danger from| 
fire, 

Tmmense, quantities of wood are! 
stored in. these two compounds and 
rumbers of coffins, and the place is| 
Uttered with shavings and sawdust, 
‘These and the three matsheds, two| 
Jorge and one small. constitute a| 
serious menace to property in the| 
‘near neighbourhood, as the employces| 
‘and their families ‘live on the pre- 
rises, sleeping in the coffins, not to| 
‘mention numerqus friends trom the| 
‘country who sojourn there, and native 
workers are not over-careful as to| 
the disposal of cigarette onds. 

If permission to set up such a 
‘business has to be obtained trom the| 
French authorities, it is. surprising | 
that the latter should grant it In view 
Of the serious danger of fire, especial 
ly as there would seem to be no water| 
installation in the compound, water 
‘being at present obtained fromthe 
buck premises of Halg Apartments. 
such permission has been granted, 
however, as the compounds are newly’ 
‘numbered 329 and 331. 

Il is unfortunate that Avenue Haig! 
Jshould have been favoured by two, 
‘such undesirable installations as a) 
storage for corpses and a coffin manu- 
factory. One wonders if there is any 
connection between. the two, and| 
whether the properties are owned by’ 
the same person. 

‘There is another source of danger 
too to be considered—that of whole| 
families of Chinese living in garages, 
Jdoing their cooking in the garage, in 
close proximity to cars and gasoline. 
Hin one garage, known to the writer, 
there have been no fewer than twelve| 
JDersons living, eating and sleeping— 
grown-ups and children, the number 
being added to by two rickshaw 
‘coolies who lodged there for the night.

In the dual monarchy: of Austro- 
Hungary the fate of the Ruthenians 

in the hands of Hungary. During 
nearly 1,000 years of the Hungarian 
yoke of’ the worst deseription, this 
part of the Ukrainian people was 
badly exploited by their Hungarian 
‘masters, resulting in an incredibly 
Jow standard of living conditions and 
n almost absolute illiteracy. The 
new state of things brought forth by 
the profound influence of the French 
Revolution in the past century on. all 
Buropean nations had almost no effect 
on..that God-forgotten ‘county. In 
credible as it_may appear, such a 
stale of things continued up to the 
Great War, the Hungarian’ master- 
‘magnates never caring a straw about 
their subjects and their welfare. And 
there ‘should be no surprise if the 
Ruthenians chose to leave for good 
the “unwanted and. -unaskedefor: 
Hungarian guardianship. 

Pending the final settiement of the 
Ukrainian problem in general, the 
Ukrainians in Czechoslovakia prefer 
to stay where they are to-day, 
gradually obtaining their autonomy, 
their schools and general betterment 
of economic conditions of their re- 
gion. With the fulfiling of the con- 
ditions of the agreement between the 
Cuechosiovak State and the Ukrainians,

Huge Loss to China

king. One of the projects first un- 
dertaken was to develop strains of 
wheat more prolific and more hardy 
than those then available in that 
port of China, After some ten years 
of preparation and selection, two— 
possibly three—strains had been 
developed to the point where it was 
felt that they were worthy of re- 
plication, Compared with native 
Yarletles, whieh were tested under 
‘same conditions, these selected 
ins ylelded, as T remember, more 
‘Atty per cont. more, were more 
resistant to rust and smut, ond 
equally hardy as against winter-kill, 
“The next step was to produce such 
seed in quantity. If the whole wheat- 
growing region in the Yangtze valley 
Is to have the advantage of such 
superior strains of wheat, a tremend- 
us amount of seed must be made 
available. According to my. informa- 
tion, ‘the entire seed stock of .the 
University of Nanking has been des- 
troyed. Unless a stray bushel or two. 
of this strain can be found in the bin 
of some farmer at a distance from 
Nanking to. whom had been entrust- 
ed a little of this precious seed, the 
entire fruits of fifteen years of 
Selentife experimentation have been 
destroyed. “Applied to the wheat 
elds that this seed would have 
reached during the next decade,

T have been in Shanghal for about 
19 years and have always paid rent 
{in the standard currency of the coun 
Ary although the exchange has varied 
from over ning shillings to the tael 
to one shilling to the dollar, and have 
never heard of the Sterling or U. 
S, Dollar exchange direcily. affecting 
rents, the dominant factor usually| 
being supply and demand. 

"This new idea certainly opens up 
a cheerful vista to the salaried man, 
‘making it impossible for him to know 
In advance what his monthly ex- 
enses will be. Take, for example, 
a man paying a rent of $100 at ex: 
change 1/2%—this equals £5.86 
‘With exchange at 1/- he would pre 
sumably have to pay $118.75; at ten-| 
ence, "$142.0; at sixpence, $237. 
while in an extreme case, should ex- 
‘change drop to one penny (and other| 
currencies ‘have fallen as much and 
more), he would be faced with a 
rontal’ of $1,425 for the original $100 
house. “Incidentally, my landlords 
notified me of a 12% per rent. ine 
ferease in my rent a few days” ogo, 
so I suppose the charge will be made| 
‘on the basis of the increased rent. 

‘The salaried man is undoubtedly’ 
carrying a very heavy burden in 
consequence of the recent trouble, 
‘and at best having to carry on the 
same salary as before—though many | 
have had to endure cuts—and is in 
addition faced with increases. in the 
cost of living, gas, taxes, licences, 
‘ond even amusements, all’ of which 
hhe has borne more or less cheerfully 
simply because he could control his 
expenditure to a large extent to meet 
the altered conditions. But it he is| 
Going to wake up one first of the 
‘month and find ‘his rent possibly 
doubled, it fs getting « bit too thick, 
im fact one is almost inclined to 
‘endorse Hitler's non-Aryan policy. 

T don’t know whether this method 
of charging rent 1 legal or not, but 
it it 4s, why not apply it to salaries 
and sive us from worrying about 
ours.

And how did your corres- 
pondent expect that Admiral Jellicoe 
should have chased the reireating 
German Fleet on June 1 when it had 
practically disappeared?

‘A motion to set aside an arbitra- 
tor’s award in a dispute between the 
‘Moller Line, Ltd, and Bunge & Co., 
Ltd,, involving in all a sum of about 
‘$15,600, was partly head by Judge 
‘Mossop in H. Mf, Supreme Court yes- 
ferday and" will ‘be continued” on 
April 4, Appellants the Moller Line, 
were represented by Mr. Victor 
Priestwood, and the respondents by

‘Mr, Priestwood submitted that the 
arbitrator’s award contained a pro- 
position of Jaw which was bad.

Joint Advisory Conference to Be Set Up; Pretoria 
Will Issue Declaration to Native Populations

New York, Mar. 28, 
Colonel Edward Mandell House, 
the famous American diplomat, who 

‘one of the American delegates 
to the:Peace negotiations in 1919, died 
hhere to-day at the age of 79. 

‘He was for many years one of 
President. Wilson’s closest and most 
‘rusted advisers, and although they 
eventually drifted apart, Colonel 
House treasured the memory of his 
frlendship with, Woodrow Wilson to 
the end. 

‘The sudden lapsing of the extra- 
ordinary comradeship of the wartime 
president and “the little gray man 
from Texas,” which had carried them 
‘through national and world. crises 
together, was to Colonel House him- 
self a “tragic mystery.” A letter 
written by the colonel to his friend, 
Professor Charles Seymour of Yal 
University who had compiled his 
papers, reveals the steadfastness of 
his devotion to the man he had 
served as chief counsellor and “super~ 
ambassador. 

"To the general public Colonel 
‘House was a man of mystery, holding. 
International secrets and ‘wielding 
tremendous power us the counsellor 
Of President Wilson in the world war 
days and through the peace negotla- 
tions. 

‘A native of frontier Texas who, as 
a ‘boy, saw. shooting affrays in ‘the 
Streets of Houston, he became the 
intimate of the world’s great person~ 
‘ages in the momentous period from| 
1014 to 1919, A familiar but un- 
obstrusive figure in the capitals of 
the warring nations, he was an, ac- 
quaintanee of Kalser Withelm, Lioyd 
Geore, Clemenceau, and King Albert 
of the ‘Belgians, 

‘The quiet, self-effacing man who. 
went about his important missions: 
broad so unostentatiously had been 
President Wilson's confidential ad- 
viser and friend since his first elec- 
ion, a position unique in American 
political affairs, 

“He isa man,” said the president, 
‘of remarkable ability. He can hold 
things off at arm's length and con- 
sider them and discuss them without 
being mixed up. 

Beginning of Friendship 

Wilson did not know House untit 
the beginning of the canvass for his 
presidential nomination, Wilson was 
then governor of New Jersey and 
House was a power in Texas state 
polities. He was not yet in the 
Public’ spotlight but his work in 
‘Texas had made him known to 
national leaders of the Democratic 
Party. 

‘His father had left hin an inherit. 
‘anee of $20,000 a year which enabled 
hhim to pursue unhampered his in- 
terest in polities, State polities began 
to pall on him after he had helped 
bring about the elections of four 
governors in succession and_at least. 
fone United States Senator. From his 
days he had been keenly 
ted in national and internation 
al-affairs, He was an avid reader 
Of books on polities and economics. 


deat to Preserve Peace 


Behind his studies was the idew of 
working out a distribution of nation 
fal boundaries that would make 
tivilization safe from war, Later he 
was to have an undreamed-of oppor~ 
tunity to expound his theories before 
the ‘world’s leading statesmen at 
Versailles and to embody some of 
them in the Covenant of the League 
of Nations. 

House was born at Houstou, Texas, 
July 26, 1858, the youngest of seven 
children, “His forebears wore of 
Dutch extraction, but had lived in 
England for many yenerations: His 
father arrived in Texas when it was 
still a section of the Mexican republic. 

Young House was graduated from a 
kwammer school at New Haven, Con., 
‘nd attended Cornell University! In 
1661 he married Miss Lucille Hunter 
of Austin, | They had two daughters, 
‘Mrs. Randolph ‘Tucker of Boston, 
‘Mass, and Mrs. Gordon Auchincloss 
of New York.—Reuter.

American Recession 
Administration Supporters’ Denunciation of Sixty 


Capitalist Families 


From Our Own Cossrsroxodst 





Woshington, Mar. 7. 

When the Administration spokes-| 
‘men began to refer to the 1937/8. 
Business decline as a “recession” 
their object was to be reassuring, 
and to prevent it being compared| 
with adverse political effect ond | 
collapse. of 1929. They did not! 
foresee its dosdly’ alliterative  pos-| 
sibilities. The phrase “Roosevelt 
recession” now widely used as a| 
descriptive term is heartily resented. 
[This may explain some of the viru- 
ence displayed by Administration, 
supporters of the _ Jackson-Ickes| 
sehool and their denunciation of the| 
"60 families,” reputedly responsible! 
for leading America deliberately into 
the economic quicksands. ‘They! 
hoped in this way to remove the im- 
pression that Administration policies 
‘were responsible, 

‘The best way to absolve the Pre- 
‘sident from blame, perhaps is recall 
‘that the “recession” was not new for 
the old depression was never fully| 
over. Over-optimism which failed to| 
vppreciate this fact and led instead 
toa beliet that the depression was| 
not only over but another boom was| 
threatened was perhaps the _basic| 
cause of the 1997 autumn catastrophe. 


Fallacies of the Recovery Perlod 


During the recovery period the 
Government was adding to the pur- 
chasing power of the country $4,000 
(000,000 annually. Tt was putting in 
that much more than it was taking| 
Gut in the form of taxes. ‘The huge’ 
excess was only borrowed in the 
rense that it would have to be paid 
bbaek in the future; it was not taken 
from the general income of the! 
‘country. Tt was printing press credit. 
‘Such a policy it was generally ad- 
‘mitted must sooner or later 
brought to an end for the Govern- 
rent could not continue to borrow 
from the future. 

Tdeally the ‘government would. 
tape off the additional sums it in- 
fected Into the stream of national 
income and the improvement in 
private business would All the void. 
That is to say the budget would 
‘gradually be balanced; the stream of| 
cash flowing into the Budget Bureau| 
would be the same in size as the 
ream flowing out. 


‘The budget figures show that more 
lows out of the Treasury than comes| 
in. But in reality if the Treasury 
doors are watched it will be seen 
that more Is boing taken out of the! 
rnational Income stream than is flow-| 
ing back.” 

‘What has happened is that the 
‘Administration did not, only adopt a 
policy to check an anticipated boom 
Which failed to materialize, thus 
abruptly reversing its previous poll- 
‘cies instead of cautiously and. gradu 
ily changing them; but it also 
‘Omitted one vital factor. The cur- 
foiling of government “priming” 
coincided with the imposition of a 
heavy burden of _ semi-dismuised 
taxation under the social security. 
law. ‘The sockal sceurity taxes mean. 
that despite an unbalanced budget 
the ‘Treasury is operating with # 
current surplus so far as cash is 
concerned. 


US, Government LO.U's 


It doesn’t have to deposit its bonds] 
with the banks who write down a 
government credit (whieh in simpli- 
fied form is how  government-bor~ 
rowing worked) it takes from the

Considerable advance has been made sisice

Now, a step ahead of Japan, the junior 
partner in this mutual defence pact has| 
promulgated its Mobilization Law, which in| 
29 articles of most wide-sweeping scope,| 
stipulates the measures that should be taken 
in war-time or peace-time to muster the] 
entire resources of the land, and in a further| 
twelve articles lists the severe penalties for! 
any violation of this law. 

‘The informal statement fram the Changchun 
Government recognizes the absolute necessity 
of perfecting the various systems for] 
mobilizing man-power and material resourees| 
to the fullest extent, because of the present 
international situation and the scale and 
characteristics of modern war. “Modern war! 
is a general conflict between the powers 
military and otherwise of beligerents,” pon 
derousiy proclaims the oracle, and “The whole 
nation must share the responsibility.” 

National mobilization * commodities and 
resources are defined in broadest terms. 
Arms, ammunition, aireraft and _ similar] 
resources head the list. Clothing, food, meat, 
medicine, medicalyinstruments, other sanithry 
commodities, and veterinary’ articles, con-' 
tinue. the categories, which Yead like a card- 
catalogue of a quarter-master’s departmental] 
files. 

Ships, rolling-stock, horses and other! 
means of conveyance are included in the list] 
which. apparently embraces everything from| 
automobiles to zebras, including sedan chairs 
and skates, Facilities for communication|

materials follow. ‘Then come fuel and| 
electricity, including, one supposes, static.

Gold, silver, alloys and articles| 
principally of these metals are listed in| 
paragraph seven, confirming the opinion that|

thing new is invented paragraph ten provides 
that the control should extend to commodities, 
gnd ‘materials, other than those numerated,

‘The Government is authorized to manage, 
luse or expropriate the whole or any part of| 
factories and enterprises producing or repair- 
tg the commodities or resources, necessary, 
for national mobilization, and’ auxiliary! 
facilities therefore. The shroff's “rickshaw, | 
the gateman's pot of flowers, all are theirs) 
for the asking. Any other factory which can 
be transmuted into such factories, and every- 
thing whatsoever, which had anything! 
whatsoever fo do with any such factories is} 
fair game. 











Facilities for transport by sea, land and air, 
for communication, for matters medical and 
sanitary and for water supply all go into the 
pot. Water supplies and institutions for ex- 
perimental research are numbered separately, 
but land, houses, godowns and other establish- 
ments and auxiliary facilities therefore, 
Fequired for the production, repair and 
storage of commodities and resources or for| 
the purposes enumerated above with or with- 
out their employees, go governmental, 


Jn case the monopoly, however, finds any’ 
of the objects expropriated unnecessary and) 
provided the Government disposes of them| 
within five years, the former owners (or their! 
helrs and assigns) shall be given the pref- 
erence in the purchase of such objects, 
Having provided for the country and its con- 
tents the law specifies that the Government| 
may use or acquire: rights of industrial 
ownership, mining rights, mining leases and) 
rights relating to the use’ of water, including, 
of course, fishing. 

‘The Government may issue orders to ,the| 
Persons in charge to discontinue any or’ all 
of the enterprise or to restrict or prohibit the 
expansion thereof, or with regard to the| 
establishment of ‘new production facllities| 
and the expansion or improvement of such. 
‘The Government is empowered to utilize ot} 
expropriate national mobilization eommodi- 
ties and resources, and to cause persons| 
engaged in the production, sale, import and 
supply of such or of raw materials therefore, 
to keep in stock fixed quantities. 











Articles 10-11 provide for control _agree-| 
ments, associations, co-operations and other| 
organizations to be created, revised and| 
manipulated as the Government may direct. 
Construction jobs, enterprises, or business 
may bo restricted or prohibited, The utiliza~ 
tion, consumption, transfer, possession and 
removal of commodities and resources may 
bbe subject to Government orders, as may the| 
utilization and transfer of lands, Commodity 
prices, transport charges, storage charges, | 
insurance | premiums and rentals may be| 
regulated ‘by the Government. ‘The acquisi- 
tion or disposal of foreign currencies, or of| 
claims and debts in terms of these currencies, 
or the acquisition or disposal, by ‘foreign 
residents in the country, of Japanese currency, 
or of claims and debts'in terms thereof may’ 
be restricted or prohibited. 

‘The Government may order the importation 
‘or exportation of commodities and  may| 
istrict or prohibit and manipulate the duties! 
regardless of the law pertaining to tariffs. It 
may decrease, discontinue or postpone any 
taxes, levies or dues. It may order banks’and| 
other’ organizations ‘regarding the utilization 
of funds, and money rates, and may prohibit 

1¢ establishment of corporations, payments 
fon shares, capital increases, flotation of de- 
bentures, ‘borrowing of funds and payment| 
of dividends, It may issue orders in regard 
te possession of public bonds, oF increases in 
Feserve funds, and may restrict or prohibit} 
bank deposit Withdrawals and transactions 
securities. 





Regardless of other laws and regulations, 
the Government may order the flotation of| 
corporation debentures.
